Rhubarb Scallop 
For this ‘you will need 1 cup 
diced rhubarb, 142 cups of cubed 
left-over roast pork or other meat. 
2/3 cup fine dry bread crumbs, 3 
tablespoons melted butter or other 
shortening, salt and pepper to, 
season and a few dashes of winger. 
Put into a baking dish in alternate 
Jayers and bake 40 minutés in a 
moderate oven.

Rhubarb Pie 
Dissolve 144 cups sugar in 1 
tablespoon water and cook until 


the syrup is clear. Add 4 cups 


rhubarb cut into 1% inch pieces 
and cook until clear. Fit rich 
Pastry into a pie plate and sprinkle 
with a little sugar or brush with 
egg white. Turn in the cooked 
rhubarb and cover with a network 
of pastry strips. Bake in a hot 
oven until the pastry is done. 
Rhubarb Custard Pie 

Beat 2 eggs and combine with 
1 cup sugar, 2 tablespoons flour, 
42 tablespoon salt and 2 table- 
spoons melted -butter. Beat until 
the mixture.is ‘thoroughly blended 
and creamy, then add 1 cup milk. 
Put 2 cups rhubarb cut into % 
inch pieces into an unbaked pastry 
shell and pour the custard over it. 
Bake in a very hot oven for 10 
minutes, then reduce the heat and 
continue baking 20 to 30 minutes 
Jonger or until the custard is set. 
This recipe makes 1 9-inch pie. 

Rhubarb-Banana Betty 

For this you will need % pound 
rhubarb cut into small dice, 2 ba- 
nanas, sliced, 2 cups toasted bread 
crumbs or crumbled zweiback, 4 
tablespoons melted butter and 1 
cup brown sugar mixed with %4 
teaspoon cinnamon. Alternate lay- 
ers of the ingredients in a greased 
casserole, finishing with the bread- 
crumbs. Sprinkle with 4 table- 
spoons mixed water and lemon or 
orange. juice and dribble butter 
over the top. Bake uncovered in a 
moderate oven for 45 minutes. 


Salad 

Put 2 cups rhubarb through a 
food chopper. Add 2/3 cup sugar 
and simmer for 2 minutes. Sprin- 
kle 1 tablespoon gelatin on 4 cup 
cold’ water and allow to until 
dissolved, Stir into the hot rhu- 
barb mixture and cook 1 minute 
longer.
